LETTER 


Dear Captain Neilson: 

As the president of the 
Wilmington League of Women 
Voters, I am writing this letter for 
our organization in support of a 
sanitary landfill at Site One. 

Under national positions the 
League supports a physical en- 
vironment beneficial to life. We 
support, the conservation and wise 
use of water resources, the 
prevention and elimination of 
water pollution and proper solid 
waste management so that waste 
disposal will not cause water or air 
pollution. 

The present dump does not meet 
these ideals. It is in violation of 
many of the state board of health 
regulations. The state found that 
1) the present dump is on a site 
directly adjacent to or part of a 
wetland area and subject to inter- 
mitent flooding, 2) adequate cover 
material is not available at the site 
3) refuse was deposited in close 
proximity to surface waters 4) no 
provisions were made for the con- 
trol of wind-blown materials and 
the entire area was generally un- 
tidy and poorly maintained and 5) 
refuse was being placed directly 
into ground water.

The problems at Gronemeyer’s 


The Gronemeyer property, at 
the foot of Shawsheen Avenue, has 
been the subject of discussion for 
three weeks, in the Wilmington 
Planning Board. It probably will 
also be discussed in the coming 
Town Meeting, in Article 18, and 
possibly in Article 19. 

As has been reported, the 
property is the site of the old Gillis 
Locks. in the Middlesex Canal, and 
the old Canal House, a halfway 
stopping point for the canal boats 
of 150 years ago. The planned 
route for the Silver Lake Intercep- 
tor of the sewer goes through the 
Property (Art. 19) and part of the 
property taken by the state, when 
the new Route 129 Bridge was con- 
structed. to be used as a turn- 
around 

The peoperty so taken was never 
used. A check was sent to the 
family but was never cashed, as 
they did not want to lose the 
property. The property involved, 
over 11,000 square feet of land, is 
really of crucial importance. It is 
the driveway. the only possible 
driveway. into the Gronemever

land. 

The family has the old 
Shawsheen Avenue bridge adja- 
cent to their property, except for 
the 100 plus linear feet where the 
driveway is, and which the state 
took. No automobiles can get on 
the property now, except by going 
through that land, which the state 
has now given to the town, and 
which the town now wants to 
return to the Gronemeyer family - 
but with conditions 

Selectman James Banda, an at- 
toryen, has been the family a’ 
torney for some time, and the 
Town Crier reported, wrongly. last 
week that Atty. Banda had given 
the family advice on their 
questions about the property.
